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REPORT. 


In recent Monthly Reports Fifteen of the Principal Towns were dealt with, but 
as the Burgh of Dunfermline at the recent Census was found to have a population 
of over 30,000 it now falls to be included, and the number is raised to Sixteen. 
This change from Fifteen to Sixteen towns seriously interferes with comparison of 
the figures now given with those of previous months. Comparison between rates 
now found and those of previous months, though in some respects faulty, is, 
however, used. . 

During the month of January 1922 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 5776 living children, of whom 3048 were 
males, and 2728 were females. 

The monthly birth-rate was 28°7 per thousand of the aggregate population of 
these towns. This rate is 2°6 more than that of the previous month, 2°7 more 
than the mean of those of the preceding three months, and 3°9 more than that of 
January of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied from 35:1 in 
Hamilton, 33°3 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 33°2 in Coatbridge, to 20°7 in 
Perth, 22°5 in Edinburgh, and 23-6 in Clydebank. In Kirkcaldy this rate was 
32-7, in Glasgow 31:2, in Dundee 31-0, in Greenock 28:9, in Kilmarnock 28-9, in 
. Ayr 28:1, in Paisley 26-7, in Dunfermline 26-4, in Falkirk 26:1, and in 
Aberdeen 25:8. 

Of the total children whose births were registered during the month 5369, or 
93-0 per cent., were legitimate, while 407, or 7:0 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The illegitimate rate of the month is 0°7 more than that of the previous month, 
0:1 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, but is the same as 
that of January of last year. In the individual towns the illegitimate rate varied 
from 13°8 in Aberdeen, 10°0 in Dundee, 9:3 in Ayr, and 9:1 in Edinburgh, to 2-2 
in Dunfermline, 3:1 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 4:0 in Coatbridge. In 
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‘s rate was 6°8, in Falkirk 6°8, in Glasgow 6:0, in Greenock 6°0, in 
Sl alsa Ape 5-7, in Kirkcaldy 5°5, in Clydebank 5:3, and in Perth 5:2. 
Marriages registered during the month numbered 2269, and the equivalent 
marriage rate is 11°3 per thousand. This rate is 1:3 more than that of the previous 
month, and 9-7 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, but is 
3-8 Jess than that of January of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied 
from 17°3 in Falkirk, 14:0 in Kirkcaldy, 13°9 in Perth, and 13:4 in Ayr, to 4°0 in 
Clydebank, 5°5 in Greenock, and 6°9 in Paisley. In Glasgow this rate was 13-1, in 
Dundee 11-6, in Edinburgh 10°8, in Aberdeen 9°6, in Coatbridge 9°6, in Dunfermline 
83 in Kilmarnock 7:9, in Motherwell and Wishaw 7°3, and in Hamilton 7:1. : 

‘Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 6905, 3335 being 
males and 3570 females. These deaths include those of 308 non-residents, but 
exclude those of 193 residents of these towns dying elsewhere in Scotland, and 
the difference, 115, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number for the 
month, which is thus found to be 6790. 

The monthly death-rate, corrected, is 33°7. It is 19°0 more than that of the 
previous month, 19:8 more than the mean of the three preceding months, and 17°6— 
more than that of January of last year. It is the highest principal town monthly 
death-rate recorded since the month of February 1895. During the influenza 
epidemic of 1918-1919 the highest principal town death-rate was 33-0 per thousand, 
and occurred in February 1919. In the individual towns the monthly death-rate 
varied from 40°3 in Glasgow, 37°5 in Perth, 34°8 in Coatbridge, and 34°2 in 
Kirkealdy, to 18-0 in Ayr, 19°9 in Clydebank, and 21:2 in Motherwell and Wishaw. 
In Dundee this rate was 32:2, in. Greenock 30°9, in Falkirk 30°4, in Edinburgh 
29-9, in Paisley 29°8, in Aberdeen 25°9, in Hamilton 25:6, in Kilmarnock 23°6, and 
in Dunfermline 22-4. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old number 1133, This number equals 
an infantile mortality rate of 206 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered in these towns during the preceding twelve months. This rate is 117 
more than that of the previous month, 112 more than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months, and 93 more than that of January of last year. This 
monthly infantile mortality rate is higher than all monthly rates previously 
published, and that is since 1901, the year in which the calculation and publication 
of such rates commenced. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 321 in 
Perth, 265 in Glasgow, 216 in Kirkcaldy, and 205 in Paisley, to 66 in Ayr, 
73 in Kilmarnock, 90 in Hamilton, and 92 in Clydebank. In Coatbridge it was 
174, in Aberdeen 173, in Dundee 166, in Dunfermline 157, in Edinburgh 152, in 
Greenock 150, in Falkirk 117, and in Motherwell and Wishaw 105. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 530, and equal a death- 
rate of 2°6 per thousand. This death-rate is 1°6 more than that of the previous 
month, 1-7 more than the mean of the three preceding months, and 1:7 more 
than that of January of last year. These deaths include 3 from enteric fever, 
296 from measles, of which 289 were in Glasgow, 21 from scarlet fever, 123 from 
whooping-cough, 39 from diphtheria, and 48 from the diarrheeas of childhood. Deaths 
from measles in Glasgow numbered 213 more than in the previous month, and this 
largely explains the high principal epidemic diseases death-rate now recorded. | 

__ Deaths attributed to influenza numbered 1257. In the previous month, in the 
Fifteen towns, this included, in the monthly report, the corresponding figure of 43. 
Of all those dying from this cause 711 were females and 546 were males. Of them 
263 were children of less than five years old, 646 persons of between five and sixty- 

five years old, and 348 were persons aged sixty-five and over. ; 

Deaths from all diseases of the respiratory system, other than phthisis, and 
exclusive of those associated with influenza, numbered 2205. In the previous month, 
in the Fifteen principal towns, the corresponding figure was 595.. These 2205 deaths 
included 1255 ascribed to pneumonia, and 848 to bronchitis. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 315, of which 238 were 
ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. 
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“METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 
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Mean barometric pressure, 29°704 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0-164 in. 

Mean temperature, 37°:0; less by 0°:9. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 7°'4 ; less by 1°°6. 

Rain, number of days, 22; greater by 4 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 4°20; greater by 1:00 in. 

Wind, direction of : 7 days’ excess of winds from east and south-east. 

Hence the month was characterised by a low mean pressure; a slightly low 
mean temperature, with a low mean daily range; a high mean rainfall ; and a large 
excess of easterly and south-easterly winds. 

Disturbed conditions were much in evidence, and on 15th during the passage of 
a trough of low pressure across our Islands the barometer fell fully 1 inch. At 
Edinburgh, at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. on 4th and 5th, from 10th to 
14th, and from 22nd to 24th; and the extremes were 30°42 in. on 12th and 28°96 
in. on LOdth. | 

Some considerable temperature fluctuations occurred. The Ist was nearly every- 
where the mildest day of the month, with 57° at Aberdeen and elsewhere. On 3rd 
cold weather set in for a few days, and later, around 18th, very wintry conditions 
prevailed, with 8° at Eskdalemuir and West Linton on night of 17th-18th. Another 
incursion of cold around 24th was less severe in Scotland than in England. With 
short spells of comparatively high temperature the mean of the month in some dis- 
tricts differed little from the normal. For the chief towns the extremes were 57° at 
Aberdeen and Perth on Ist, and 18° at Perth on 21st. | 

Very heavy rains on lst (3:27 in. at Leadhills), were followed by a short dry 
spell in eastern districts, whilst at places in the west “rain” fell on every day from 
Ist to 21st. During the third and fourth weeks precipitation consisted largely of 
snow, with some large amounts on 15th. In southern districts and towards north- 
east the month was a very wet one, with fully twice the normal at Logie Coldstone, 
Lednathie (near Kirriemuir), and in Wigtownshire ; towards south-east aggregates 
_ differed little from the normal ; whilst in the West Highlands there was a decided 
~ deficiency, and Fort William had only 57 per cent. of the normal. At Aberdeen the 
month was the wettest January since 1903. 

There was a great deal of very stormy weather, especially in north and north- 
east ; on 3rd a severe snowstorm developed in north-east, spreading southwards on 
4th and 5th. Later, snow in some districts on 13th and 14th was followed by a 
widespread snowstorm of great severity on 15th, with further heavy falls on various 
days until nearly the end of the month. 

Thunderstorms occurred in the extreme north on 10th, and here and there 
between 18th and 20th. 

The month was a very cloudy one in the north, whilst in south-east sunshine 
ageregates practically equalled the normal. 

Aurora was rather widely observed on 8th and 18th.

During the month of February 1922 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 5020 living children, of whom 2571 were 


males, and 2449 females. The male children of the month numbered 477 less than 


in the previous month, the female 279 less, and the total births 756 less. | 

The monthly birth-rate was 27°6 per thousand. This rate is 1:1 less than tht 
of the previous month, but is 0°9 more than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, and 1°6 more than that of February of last year. In the individual 
towns the monthly birth-rate varied from 33°8 in Coatbridge, 30°0 in Greenock, 29-7 
in Clydebank, 29-1 in Paisley, and 29°0 in Glasgow, to 22:9 in Dunfermline, 23:6 
in Edinburgh, and 24°7 in Kirkcaldy. In Hamilton this rate was 28-7, in Aberdeen 
28°6, in Motherwell and Wishaw 28:0, in Kilmarnock 28:0, in Ayr 27°8, in Falkirk 
27:0, in Dundee 25-7, and in Perth 25:3. 

Of the total children whose births were registered during the month 4680, or 
93°2 per cent., were legitimate, while 340, or 6:8 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The illegitimate rate of the month is 0°2 less than that of the previous month, 
and 0°3 less than that of February of last year, but is 0°l more than the mean of 
the rates of the three preceding months. In the individual towns this rate varied from 
12:0 in Kirkcaldy, 9:8 in Aberdeen, and 84in Edinburgh, to 1-4 in Dunfermline, 
18 in Coatbridge, 2°6 in Kilmarnock, and 2°8 in Clydebank. In Perth this rate 
was 7°8, in Dundee 7'6, in Glasgow 6°9, in Paisley 5°8, in Hamilton 4°6, in Greenock 


4:3, in Falkirk 4°3, in Motherwelland Wishaw 4:0, and in Ayr 3°9. 


Marriages registered during the month numbered 1293, which is 976 fewer than 
in the previous month. The monthly marriage-rate was 7:1 per thousand. It is 
4-2 less than that of the previous month, 2:4 less than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months, and 1'1 less than that of February of last year. In the 
individual towns this rate varied from 8°1 in Edinburgh, 7-7 in Paisley, and 7°6 
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in Glasgow, to 3°6 in Coatbridge, 4°3 in Kirkcaldy, 4:4 in Clydebank, and 5°4 in 
Kilmarnock. In Dundee this rate was 6°5, and in Aberdeen 6°8. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 4476, 2175 being 
of male and 2301 of female persons. Compared with the numbers registered in the. 
previous month, deaths of males number 1160 less, and of females 1269 less, and 
the total number 2429 less. ‘These deaths include those of 258 persons with usual 
residence outwith the town of registration, but exclude those of 179 persons who, 
though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or other of these 
towns, and the difference, 79, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number for 
the month, which is thus found to be 4397. 

The monthly death-rate, corrected, is 24:2 per thousand. It is 9°5 less than 
that of the previous month, but is 3°3 more than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, and 6°5 more than that of February of last year. In the individual 
towns the monthly death-rate varied from 32:2 in Paisley, 28°7 in Coatbridge, 26°9 
in Greenock, and 26°3 in Aberdeen, to 14°9 in Dunfermline, 17°9 in Clydebank, 19-1 
in Dundee, and 19:9 in Falkirk. In Glasgow this rate was 25:2, in Motherwell 
and Wishaw 25:0, in Edinburgh 23°4, in Kilmarnock 22° 2 in Perth 22°5, in Ayr 
21-0, in Kirkealdy 20-4, and in Hamilton 20:1. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 857. ‘This number is 
276 less than in the previous month, and equals an infantile mortality rate of 172 
per thousand of the average number of births registered monthly in these towns 
during the preceding twelve months. This rate is 34 less than that of the previous 
month, but is 42 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 
39 more than that of February of last year. In the individual towns this rate 
varied from 272 in Paisley, 265 in Coatbridge, 259 in Greenock, and 196 in Aberdeen, 
to 68 in Dunfermline, 111 in Edinburgh, and 116 in Dundee and in Ayr. In 
Glasgow this rate was 185, in Clydebank 184, in Motherwell and Wishaw 178, in 
Falkirk 174, in Kilmarnock 173, in Kirkcaldy 152, in Hamilton 140, and in 
Perth 135. 

* Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 442, and equal a death- 
rate of 2°4 per thousand. This death-rate is 0-2 less than that of the previous 
month, but is 1:0 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, 
and 0°8 more than that of February of last year. These deaths include 237 from 
measles, 16 from scarlet fever, 105 from whooping-cough, 33 from diphtheria, and 
51 from the diarrhas of childhood. No deaths from enteric fever were registered 
in these towns during the month. Compared with the numbers-registered in the 
previous month, deaths from measles are 59 fewer, from whooping-cough 18 fewer, 
from diphtheria 6 fewer, and from scarlet fever 5 fewer, but those from the diarrhoeas 
of childhood are 3 more. In the previous month 3 deaths from enteric fever were 
recorded. | 

Deaths attributed to influenza numbered 507. In the previous month they 
numbered 1257, and thus the difference is a decline of 750, Of the 507 dying from 
this cause 234 were males and 273 females. Of them 103 were children of less than 
five years old, and 168 were persons of sixty-five and over. 

Deaths from all diseases of the respiratory system, other than phthisis, and 
exclusive of those associated with influenza, numbered 1153, and are 1052 fewer than 
in the previous month. Of these deaths 637 were ascribed to pneumonia, and 454 
to bronchitis. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 318, 241 of them being ascribed 
to tuberculosis of the respiratory system ; both of these numbers are 3 more than in 
the previous month. 


Meteorological Notes, 11 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


WHBRUARY 1922. 

Mean barometric pressure, 29°654 in. ; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0°189 in, 

Mean temperature, 38°°7 ; greater by 0°°4. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 8°:4; less by 1°°8. 

Rain, number of days, 19; greater by 3 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3°58; greater by 0°76 in. 

Wind, direction of : 8 days’ excess of winds from south and south-west. 

Hence the month was characterised by a low mean pressure ; a mean temperature 
differing little from the normal, with a decidedly low mean daily range ; a somewhat 
high mean rainfall ; and a large excess of southerly and south-westerly winds. 

On 4th and 5th there was a rapid recovery from rather disturbed conditions and 
pressure remained high until 12th, whilst during the second half of the month numerous 
secondary depressions exerted their influence. At Edinburgh, at sea-level, pressure 
was above 30 in. from 5th to 12th; and the extremes there were 30°36 in. on 10th 
and 28°97 in. on 21st. 

. After moderate temperature until 3rd, rather cold weather set in over the southern 
half of Scotland, with 19° at Eskdalemuir on night of 10th—1ith, and itis noteworthy 
that at this time the south of England was much colder than the north of Scotland. 
Thus, for the week ending 11th a mean temperature of 38°:1 at Aberdeen compared 
with 34°5 at London (Richmond) and 37°:2 at Jersey. Temperature remained 
somewhat low until 20th, with generally mild conditions thereafter and rather high 
- day readings on 24th (60° at Gordon Castle). For the chief towns the extremes 
were 56° at Aberdeen, Dundee, and Perth on 24th, and 22° at Perth on 12th. 

There were moderate to rather heavy rains until 3rd; snow in most districts on 
4th and 5th; and dry conditions from about 8th to 12th. During the third week 
precipitation was in general rather heavy, much of it consisting of snow ; whilst later 
very moderate falls in the east contrasted with heavy rains in the West Highlands. 
Thus, at Fort William 2°75 in. on 24th was followed by about 14 in. on 25th and 
nearly 2 in. on 28th. In the extreme north aggregrates were below the normal, but 
in general there was a moderate to fairly large excess. Thus Tongue had only 47 
per cent. of the normal, but Fort William 144, Rothesay 165, and Ardwell 
(Wigtownshire) 180 per cent. At Dundee about half the month’s total was 
accounted for from 2nd to 4th, whilst at Fort William (10°81 in.) 6°80 in, fell 
between 24th and 28th. 

The weather was extremely stormy on 3rd and 4th; on 8th, on 24th and 25th ; 
and on 28th. A snowstorm on 4th and Sth was most severe in eastern districts ; 
whilst later falls on 14th and on 20th were more general. In the Central Highlands 
many roads were blocked, With heavy rains and melted snow the Tay and other 
rivers were in high flood at the end of the month. 

Thunderstorms occurred here and there between 17th and 23rd, and rather 
widely from 26th to 28th. | 

The month was decidedly cloudy, and in general a large part of the month’s 
sunshine was registered during the last week. 

Aurora was observed rather widely on Ist, and here and there on 19th and 26th.

REPORT. 


During the month of March 1922 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 5557 living children, of whom 2793 were 
males, and 2764 were females. The male children of the month numbered 222 more 
than in the previous month, the female children 315 more, and the total children 
537 more. 

The monthly birth-rate was 27°6 per thousand. This rate is the same as that 
of the previous month, but is 0-1 more than the mean of those of the three pre- 
_ ceding months, and 1°9 more than that of March of last year. In the individual towns 
the monthly birth-rate varied from 31°3 in Glasgow, 28-1 in Greenock, and 28:1 in 
Coatbridge, to 20°1 in Dunfermline, 20°3 in Perth and 22-4 in Edinburgh. In Clyde- 
bank this rate was 27°8, in Dundee 27-7, in Falkirk 27°6, in Paisley 27:0, in Kilmar- 
nock 26°6, in Motherwell and Wishaw 25:3, in Hamilton 25°3, in Kirkcaldy 25:2, in 
Aberdeen 23°9, and in Ayr 23°5. 

Of the total children whose births were registered during the month 5171, or 
93:1 per cent., were legitimate, while 386, or 6°9 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The ilegitimate rate of the month is 0'1 more than that of the previous month, 
and 0°2 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, but is 0-7 
less than that of the corresponding month of last year. In the individual towns 
this rate varied from 14:0 in Perth, 8:4 in Dundee, and 8:1 in Aberdeen, to 1:8 
in Clydebank, 2°8 in Ayr, and 2°9 in Dunfermline. In Falkirk it was 7:7, in 
Glasgow 7:4, in Motherwell and Wishaw 6:7, in Edinburgh 6°6, in Paisley 6-2, in 
Kilmarnock 6:2, in Kirkcaldy 5-9, in Greenock 5°6, in Coatbridge 3°8 and in Hamilton | 
3°5. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1309. They are 16 more than 
in the previous month, but 536 less than the mean of those of the three preceding 
- months. The monthly marriage-rate was 6°5 per thousand. It is 0°6 less than 

that of the previous month, 3:0 less than the mean of those of the three preceding 
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months, and 2°3 less than that of March of last year. In the individual towns 
this rate varied from 8°3 in Dunfermline, 7°7 in Aberdeen and 7°4 in Falkirk, to 
3-7 in Clydebank, 3:7 in Coatbridge, and 3°9 in Paisley. In Glasgow it was 6°9, 
in Edinburgh 6°9, and in Dundee 6:2. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3561, 1794 being 
of males and 1767 of females. Compared with the numbers apaalern in the pre- 
vious month, deaths of males are 381 less, of females 534 less, and of both sexes 915 
less. These deaths include those of 276 persons with usual residence outwith the 
town of registration, but exclude those of 164 persons who, though dying elsewhere 
in Scotland, had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and the difference, 
112, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number for the month, which is thus 
found to be 3449. 

The monthly death-rate, corrected, is 17:1 per thousand. It is 7:1 less than 
that of the previous month, and 7:1 less than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, but is 0-1 more than that of the corresponding month of last year. 
In the individual towns the monthly death-rate varied from 21°4 in Coatbridge, 18°8 
in Paisley, and 18:5 in Glasgow, to 11:2 in Dunfermline, 11‘7 in Clydebank, and 
12-4 in Ayr. In Perth this rate was 17°8, in Aberdeen 17:1, in Greenock 17 0, in 
Edinburgh 16°4, in Falkirk 15:9, in Dundee 15°8, in Kirkcaldy 15-7, in Mother well 
and Wishaw 15:6, in Kilmarnock 12°8, and in Hamilton 12°5. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 693. This number is 164 
less than that of the previous month, and 141 less than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months. The Infantile Mortality rate is 125 per thousand of the average 
number of births registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve 
months. This rate is 47 less than that of the previous month, and 33 less than the 
mean of those of the three preceding months, but is 11 more than that of the cor- 
responding month of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied from 187 
in Paisley, 171 in Greenock, and 141 in Falkirk, to 60 in Kilmarnock, 63 in Dun- 
fermline, and 67 in Ayr. In Coatbridge it was 140, in Edinburgh 138, in Kirk- 
caldy 136, in Hamilton 128, in Aberdeen 127, in Glasgow 124, in Perth 121, in 
Dundee 105, in Motherwell and Wishaw 94, and in Clydebank 81. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 471, and equal a death- 
rate of 2°3 per thousand. This death-rate is 0-1 less than that of the previous 
month, but 0°3 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, 
and 0°6 more than that of the corresponding month of last year. These deaths 
include 2 from enteric fever, 316 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 77 from 
whooping-cough, 22 from diphtheria, and 45 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Com- 
pared with the numbers registered in the previous month, deaths from measles are 
79 more, and from enteric fever 2 more, but those from the diarrhoeas of childhood 
are 6 fewer, from scarlet fever 7 fewer, from diphtheria 11 fewer, and from whooping- 
cough 28 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to influenza numbered 73. In the previous month this 
number was 507, and thus the difference shows a decline of 434. 

Deaths from all diseases of the respiratory system, other than phthisis, and 
exclusive of those associated with influenza, numbered 703, and are 450 fewer than 
in the previous month. Of these deaths 332 were ascribed to pneumonia, and 322 
to bronchitis, 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 299, 229 being ascribed to tuber- 
culosis of the respiratory system. The former are 19 fewer, and the latter 12 fewer 
than in the previous month,

Hence the month was characterised by a slightly high mean pressure; a mean 

_ temperature practically equal to the normal, with a slightly low mean daily range ; 
a low.mean rainfall ; and an excess of north-easterly winds. 
An unsettled type of pressure distribution during the first week was followed by 
a spell of anticyclonic conditions, with a recurrence of a more unsettled type affect- 
ing mainly eastern districts towards the end of the month. At Edinburgh, at sea- 
level, pressure was above 30 in. from 10th to 23rd; and on 28th and 29th ; and 
the extremes there were 30°54 in. on 12th and 28-94 in. on 8th. 

Until 17th or 18th temperature was above the normal, and for the week ending 
18th the west of Scotland was conspicuous as the warmest region of our Islands 
excepting only the south-west of Ireland (62° at Colmonell and 61° at Ford on 14th). 
On the other hand the last two weeks were marked by very cold weather, with lowest 
readings on 23rd or during the last three days (15° at West Linton on 31st). For 
the chief towns the extremes were 60° at Paisley on 12th, and 25° at Dundee and 
‘Perth on 23rd. Very generally mean temperatures for the whole month differed but 
little from the normal. 

Moderate to heavy rain from Ist to 6th or 7th was followed by a spell of fine 
weather lasting until 18th or 19th and in west until 22nd, whilst during the last 
week there was moderate precipitation (snow, sleet, or rain) on various days, though 
but little in west and south. In the west the greater part of the month’s rainfall 
was accounted for between Ist and 7th, and at Edinburgh more than half of it on 
4th and 5th. At Aberfoyle no rain, and at Fort William hardly any, fell from 8th 
to 22nd. At one or two points in north and east aggregates were slightly above the 
normal, but in general there was a moderate to very decided deficiency. Thus 
Grantown-on-Spey had 116 per cent. of the normal, but Dumfries 76, Fort William 
64, Inveraray 54 and Colmonell only 48 per cent. In the driest areas, however, 
much smaller amounts were recorded in the very dry March of 1918. 

Snow fell in eastern and southern districts, in places heavily, from 19th to 21st, 
and the month closed with very wintry weather and a good deal of snow, though 
much less than was experienced in the south of England at that time. 

Thunderstorms occurred locally in west on Ist and 4th. 

There were some very sunny days, and sunshine aggregates were high in the 
west, e.g. 161 hours at Turnberry as compared with 93 hours at Aberdeen. During 
the week ending 18th the west of Scotland and north-west of England were much 
the sunniest regions in our Islands. : 

Aurora was observed rather widely on each day from Ist to 5th, and at various 
points from 17th to 20th, and on 29th and 30th.

During the month of April 1922 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 5111 living children, of whom 2551 were 
males, and 2560 were females. The male children of the month numbered 242 fewer 
than in the previous month, the female children 204 fewer, and the total children 
446 fewer. 

The monthly birth-rate was 26°2 per thousand. This rate is 1°4 less than that 
of the previous month, 1°8 less than the mean of those of the three preceding 
months, and 3°D less than that of April of last year. In the individual 
towns this rate ranged from 29:0 in Coatbridge, 28°5 in Glasgow, 27:8 in 
Greenock, and 27°7 in Aberdeen, to 19°0 in Dunfermline, 21°8 in Hamilton, 22:0 in 
Edinburgh, and 22°4 in Kirkcaldy. In Motherwell and Wishaw this rate was 26°5, 
in Kilmarnock 26:4, in Perth 25°8, in Paisley 25:5, in Clydebank 25°4, in Dundee 
25°3, in Ayr 25°3, and in Falkirk 23-4, 

Of the 5111 children whose births were registered during the month 4753, or 
93:0. per cent., were legitimate, while 358, or 7:0 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The illegitimate rate of the month is 0°l more than that of the previous month, 
the same amount more than the average of those of the three preceding months, 
and 0:7 more than that of April of last year. In the individual towns the 
illegitimate rate ranged from 17°5 in Aberdeen, 13°3 in Ayr, 8°4 in Paisley, and 
8:2 in Edinburgh, to 0°0 in Clydebank, 1:6 in Dunfermline, and 1°9 in Coatbridge. 
In Dundee this rate was 7°8, in Perth 7:1, in Hamilton 7:0, in Glasgow 6:2, in 
Kilmarnock 5:1, in Greenock 3:2, in Falkirk 3:1, in Kirkcaldy 2°7, and in Motherwell 
and Wishaw 2:6. : 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1860, This number is 551 more 
than that of the previous-month, and 236 more than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months. The monthly marriage-rate was 9°5 per thousand. It is 3:0 
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more than that of the previous month, and 1:2 more than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months, but is 1:1 less than that of April of last year. In the individual 
towns this rate varied from 12:8 in Dundee, 10°8 in Kilmarnock, 10°5 in Hamilton, 
10:4 in Kirkcaldy, and 10:0 in Aberdeen, to 5:6 in Clydebank and 6-8 in Greenock. 
In Glasgow it was 9:7 and in Edinburgh 9:1. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3605, 1870 being 
males and 1735 females. Compared with the previous month the registered 
deaths of males are 76 more, of females 32 fewer, and of the two sexes combined 
44 more. These 3605 deaths include those of 247 persons with usual residence out- 
with the town of registration, but exclude those of 161 persons who, though 
dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or other of these towns, 
and the difference, 86, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number for the 
month, which is thus found to be 3519. 

The monthly death-rate, corrected, is 18:1 per thousand. It is 1:0 more than 
March, and 2°6 more than that of April of last year. In the individual towns this 
rate ranged from 38:4 in Coatbridge, 22°9 in Paisley, 21:4 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw, and 20:0 in Dundee, to 12°] in Ayr, 12°6 in Hamilton, 14:1 in 
Kirkealdy, and 14°3 in Dunfermline. In Aberdeen it was 19°3, in Glasgow 18°3, 
in Greenock 17°7, in Kilmarnock 17°6, in Clydebank, 16°7, in Perth 16°6, in Falkirk 
15°3, and in Edinburgh 15-0. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 717. ‘This number is 24 
more than that of the previous month, but is 177 less than the mean of the numbers 
of the three preceding months. The Infantile Mortality rate is 135 per thousand of 
the average number of births registered monthly in these towns during the preceding 
twelve months. This rate is 10 more than that of the previous month, and 36 more 
than that of April of last year, but is 33 less than the mean of those of the three pre- 
ceding months.. In the individual towns it varied from 324 per thousand in Coat- 
bridge, 205 in Aberdeen, 175 in Dundee, 158 in Greenock, and 152 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw, to 81 in Dunfermline, 82 in Ayr, 118 in Edinburgh, and 119 in 
Glasgow. In Kirkcaldy it. was 145, in Falkirk 139, in Hamilton 127, in Clydebank 
125, in Paisley 124, and in Kilmarnock and in Perth 123. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 657, and equal a 
death-rate of 3:4 per thousand. This death-rate is 1:1 more than that of the 
previous month, 1:0 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, 
and 2:0 more than that of April of last year. These deaths include 1 from 
enteric fever, 505 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 83 from whooping-cough, 27 
from diphtheria, and 33 from the diarrhceeas of childhood. Compared with the 
numbers registered in the previous month, those from measles are 189 more, from 
whooping-cough 6 more, and from diphtheria 5 more, while those from enteric fever 
and scarlet fever are each 1 fewer, and those from the diarrhceas of childhood are 
12 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to influenza numbered 27. In March this number was 73, in 
February 507, and in January 1257. 

' Deaths from all diseases of the respiratory system, other than phthisis, and 
exclusive of those associated with influenza, numbered 670, and are 33 fewer than 
in the previous month. Of these deaths 366 were ascribed to pneumonia, and 254 
to bronchitis. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 299, of which 213 were ascribed 
to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is the same as in the 
previous month, but the latter is 16 less.

Hence the month was characterised by a low mean pressure; an abnormally 
low mean temperature, with a mean daily range equal to the normal; a slightly 
high mean rainfall ; and an excess of north-westerly winds. 

Pressure was relatively high over the Icelandic region until 14th, when a low- 
pressure system moved on a north-easterly track across our Islands accompanied by 
very stormy weather for two or three days. Towards the end of the month con- 
ditions were again unsettled. At Edinburgh, at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in, 
from 16th to 21st, and the extremes there were 30°57 in. on 18th and 28°98 in. 
on 15th. 

The very cold type of weather which had set in about 20th March continued 
throughout April without any real break, and only for a day or two around 20th was 
temperature even moderately high. The maximum reported was only 62° (at Fort 
William on 20th), and at Edinburgh the highest reading was only 52°. The mean 
temperature of the month was much the same as that for the cold April of 1917, and 
during the last sixty years in Scotland the only other April with a mean tempera- 
ture more than three degrees below the normal was that of 1879. Lowest readings 
— occurred very generally on Ist, with 11° at Braemar. Ground frost was very frequent, 
—at Renfrew on as many as 24 nights and at Dumfries on 22. The cold character 
of the month was equally well marked as regards both days and nights. 

A great part of Scotland had a rainfall appreciably above the normal, and around 
the lower Spey valley there was an abnormally large excess. On the other hand 
there was an area of decided shortage in the West Highlands, and a moderate de- 
ficiency in parts of Fifeshire and Forfarshire and at, e.g., Glasgow. At Grantown-on- 
Spey (5:04 in. or 256 per cent. of the normal) the month was the wettest April on 
record, and the rainfall twice that at Fort William (2°54 in. or 57 per cent.). Very 
heavy rains on 14th and 15th (at Aberfoyle 2°80 in. followed by 1°15 in.) accounted 
for a great part of the month’s total over wide areas. LEarlier there had been mode- 
rate rains locally on 8th and 12th; but in general there were many fine days. The 
last week was very unsettled in north and east and more than half of the month’s 
rainfall in the Spey valley was registered during that period. 

The weather was stormy on 14th and 15th, and there was snow in various dis- 
tricts on Ist, 8th, 14th and 26th. At the end of the month roads at high levels in 
the north were blocked with snow. 

There was a severe thunderstorm in parts of Aberdeenshire and Banffshire on 
morning of 8th, and thunder at various points on 13th and 23rd, and on the 
Borders on night of 25th. 

There were one or two very sunny days, e.g. 18th and 19th, and the month was 
sunnier in western than in eastern districts.

REPORT. 


During the month of May 1922 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 5447 living children, of whom 2805 were 
-males, and 2642 were females. The male children of the month numbered 254 more 
than those of the previous month, and the female children 82 more. The total 
children registered during the month numbered 336 more than in the previous 
month, and 218 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. 

The monthly birth-rate was 27-1 per thousand. This rate is 0-9 more than that 
of April, and the same as the mean of the rates of the three preceding months, 
February, March and April. It is 3°2 less than the birth-rate of May of last year. 
In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate varied from 32°6 in Coatbridge, 29-7 
in Ayr, and 29:4 in Glasgow, to 15°2 in Dunfermline, 18-9 in Perth, and 21°6 
in Kilmarnock. In Dundee it was 29°1, in Aberdeen 28:2, in Hamilton 27°7, in 
Greenock 27'1, in Motherwell and Wishaw 26:7, in Paisley 26°3, in Clydebank 
25°3, in Falkirk 25:1, in Kirkcaldy 23-5, and in Edinburgh 22:3. 

Of the 5447 children whose births were registered in these towns during the 
month 5077, or 93:2 per cent., were legitimate, while 370, or 6°8 per cent., were 
illegitimate. The illegitimate rate of the month is 0:2 less than that of the previous 
month, and 0:1 less than the mean of the rates of the three preceding months, but 
is the same as that of May of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied 
from 17:0 in Perth, 9°4 in Dunfermline, and 8°9 in Kirkcaldy, to 2:0 in Clydebank, 
2-5 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 3:2 in Greenock and in Hamilton. In Edin- 
burgh this rate was 8°7, in Aberdeen 8-4, in Ayr 7:7, in Dundee 7°7, in Falkirk 7:0, 
in Paisley 6°8, in Glasgow 6°6, in Kilmarnock 6:1, and in Coatbridge 3:3. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1021. This number is 839 less 
than that of the previous month, and 466 less than the mean of those of the three 
preceding months. The monthly marriage-rate was 5:1 per thousand. It is 4-4 
less than that of the previous month, 2°6 less than the mean of those of the three 
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preceding months, and 1°0 less than that of May of last year. In the individual 
towns this rate varied from 6:0 in Edinburgh, 5°9 in Aberdeen, 5:6 in Glasgow, and 
5°3 in Falkirk, to 2°0 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 2°2 in Clydebank and .2°9 
in Paisley. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3283, 1703 being 
of males and 1580 of females. Compared with the number registered in the previous 
month, deaths of males are 167 fewer and those of females 155 fewer. These 3283 
deaths include those of 242 persons with usual residence outwith the town of registra- 
tion, but exclude those of 183 persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, 
had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and the difference, 59, falls to 
be deducted to get the corrected number for the month, which is thus found to 
be 3224. 

The monthly death-rate, corrected, is 16:0 per thousand. It is 2°1 less than 
that of the previous month, and 3°8 less than the mean of those of the three pre- 
ceding months, but is 2°0 more than that of May of last year. In the individual 
towns the monthly death-rate varied from 35:1 in Greenock, 23-0 in Coatbridge, and 
19-5 in’ Motherwell and Wishaw, to 9°7 in Clydebank, 124 in Dunfermline, 12-9 
in Edinburgh, 13:4 in Ayr, and 13-7 in Aberdeen. In Dundee this rate was 17°8, 
in Perth 17:1, in Glasgow 16:1; in Kirkcaldy 15:7, in Hamilton 15:5, in Kilmarnock 
and in Falkirk 14°8, and in Paisley 14°5. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 601. This number is 116 
less than that of the previous month, and 155 less than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months. The infantile mortality rate is 111 per thousand of the 
average number of births registered monthly in these towns during the preceding 
twelve months. This rate is 24 less than that of the previous month, and 33 less 
than the mean of those of the three preceding months, but is 20 more than that of 
May of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied from 237 in Greenock; 
179 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 139 in Dundee, and 135 in Falkirk, to 51 in Ayr, 
67 in Dunfermline, and 73 in Edinburgh. In Coatbridge this rate was 127, in 
Perth 121, in Aberdeen 119, in, Glasgow 108, in Paisley 106, in Kilmarnock 99, 
in Hamilton 97, in Kirkcaldy &2, and in Clydebank 77. — 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 553 and equal a death- 
rate of 2°7 per thousand. This death-rate is 0°7 less than that of the previous 
month, but is the same as the mean of. those of the three preceding months, 
and 15 more than that of May of last year. These deaths include 3 from 
enteric fever, 388 from measles, 12 from scarlet fever, 82 from whooping-cough, 16 
from diphtheria, and 52 from the diarrhoas of childhood. Gorse with the 
numbers in the previous month, deaths from the diarrhmas of childhood are 19 
more, from scarlet fever 4 more, and from enteric fever 2 more, but those from | 
whooping-cough are 1 fewer, from diphtheria 11 fewer, and from measles 117 fewer. 
High death-rates from these causes occurred in Greenock (16:6), and in Coatbridge 
(11:0), in both places measles and whooping-cough being epidemic.

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°°8; less by 0°°4. 

Rain, number of days, 13; less by 2 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2°19; less by 0°22 in. 

Wind, direction of : 10 days’ excess of winds from between south and west. 

Hence the month was characterised by a mean pressure equal to the normal ; 
‘a rather high mean temperature, with a mean daily range all but equal to the 
normal; a somewhat high mean rainfall; anda very large excess of south-westerly 
winds. | 

Rather unsettled conditions prevailed during the first few days, and on 14th and 
15th an Atlantic depression caused exceptionally heavy rains in western districts, 
Towards the end of the month an anticyclonic type of pressure distribution was in 
control. At Edinburgh, at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. from 6th to 13th, 
on 19th and 20th, and from 24th to 31st, and the extremes there were 30°40 in. on 
9th, and 29°39 on 4th. 

Temperature in most districts remained at a moderate level until about 15th, 
with one or two very cold days, and at Eskdalemuir on night of 12th-13th a reading as 
low as 22°. The latter half of the month, on the other hand, was almost continuously 
warm, with 81° at Kelso and Montrose on 31st. The mean temperature was as 
much as 10° above that of the very cold month of April. 

Rainfall aggregates exhibited extraordinary contrasts between eastern and western 
districts. In the east the month was a dry to very dry one, and at Marchment, in 
Berwickshire (0°67 in. or only 27 per cent. of the normal), it was the driest May for 
at least 50 years. In the west, on the other hand, there was a decided excess, and 
towards north-west amounts greatly exceeding previous “records” for May. Thus 
at Fort William (11°63 in. or all but thrice the normal) the aggregate was almost 
5 in. above the heaviest rainfall hitherto recorded in May (6°70 in. in 1920), 
Within the region of greatest excess, there were heavy rains from 3rd to 6th, whilst 
heavy falls on 14th were followed by abnormally large amounts on 15th. At Fort 
William the total for 14th and 15th was about 44 in., and at Ardgour the rainfall 
for 15th alone as much as 5°14 in. At Edinburgh, by way of contrast, there were 
only three days with as much as 0°10 in. No rain of importance fell anywhere 
after 21st. 

The weather was rather stormy early in the month, with snow at high levels on 
two or three days and sleet at Aberdeen on 12th. 

Thunder occurred here and there on 3rd and 4th, with thunderstorms in some 
eastern districts between 15th and 17th, and again between 21st and 25th. At 
Arbroath more than half the month’s small rainfall was accounted for in a thunder- 
storm on evening of 21st. 

Sunshine amounts varied considerably. In Orkney the month was the cloudiest 
May on record, whilst at Edinburgh it was a very sunny one. ‘There were some yery 
sunny days, notably 29th and 3lst—as much as 16 hours at Aberdeen on 3lst., 
but in Orkney fog throughout that day. |

CAUSES OF DEATH, 
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REPORT. 


During the month of June 1922 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 5188 living children, of whom 2681 were 
males, and 2507 were females. The male children of the month numbered 124 less 
than those of the previous month, and the female children 135 less. The total 


children registered during the month numbered 259 less than those of the previous 


month, and 184 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months. 

The monthly birth-rate in these burghs taken collectively was 26°6 per thousand. 
This rate is 0°5 less than that of the previous month, 0:4 less than the mean of those 
of the three preceding months, and 2°9 less than that of June of last year. In the 
individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 31:0 in Falkirk, 30:7 in 
Aberdeen, and 28°6 in Glasgow, to 16°0 in Dunfermline, 21:4 in Perth, and 22:4 
in Kirkealdy. In Clydebank this rate was 27:4, in Paisley 27°3, in Greenock 26:9, 
in Dundee 25:5, in Coatbridge 25:4, in Hamilton 25-2, in Kilmarnock 24°7, in Ayr 
24-0, in Edinburgh 23:1, and in Motherwell and Wishaw 22:7. 

Of the 5188 children whose births were registered during the month 4819, or 
92°9 per cent., were legitimate, while 369, or 7:1 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
illegitimate children of the month numbered | less than those of the previous month, 
and 2 less than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. The 
illegitimate rate of the month is 0:3 more than that of the previons month, and 0-2 
more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, but is 0-4 less than 
that of June of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied from 16°5 in 
Aberdeen, 12°‘7 in Ayr, 8°9 in Edinburgh, and 8-2 in Falkirk, to 0 in Kirkcaldy, 
2-2 in Coatbridge, 2°8 in ela and 3°3 in Greenock. In Dundee it was 
77, and in Glasgow 6:1. 

The marriages registered during the month numbered 2257. This number is 
1236 more than that of the previous month, and 860 more than the mean of those 
of the three preceding months.. The monthly marriage-rate was 11°6 per thousand. 
It is 6-5 more than that of the previous month, and 4:6 more than the mean of 
those of the three preceding months, but is 14 less than that of June of last year. 
In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate varied from 15:1 in Perth, 15:0 
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in Aberdeen, 13:6 in Edinburgh, and 12:0 in Glasgow, to 5°9 in Clydebank, 6°2 in 
Falkirk, 6-5 in Hamilton, and 7-0 in Motherwell and Wishaw. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2613, 1334 being 
of males and 1279 of females. Compared with the number registered in the previous. 
month, deaths of males are 369 fewer and those of females 301 fewer. These 2613 
deaths include those of 274 persons with usual residence outwith the town of registra- 
tion, but exclude those of 164 persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, 
had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and the difference, 110, falls to 
be deducted to get the corrected number for the month, which is thus found to 
be 2503. 

The monthly death-rate, corrected, is 12°8 per thousand. It is 3°2 less than 
that of the previous month, and 4°3 less than the mean of the three preceding 
months, but is 0°2 more than that of June of last year. In the individual towns 
the monthly death-rate varied from 22°9 in Greenock, 15°3 in Kirkealdy, and 13:9 in 
Edinburgh, to 9°7 in Clydebank, 9°8 in Ayr, 10:1 in Dunfermline, and 10°7 in 
Paisley. In Hamilton this rate was 13°8, in Kilmarnock 13:6, in Falkirk 13:5, in 
Perth 13°3, in Motherwell and Wishaw 13-0, in Dundee 12°8, in Glasgow 12-2, in 
Coatbridge 11°6, and in Aberdeen 11°5. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 391. This number is 210 
less than that of the previous month, and 279 less than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months. The infantile mortality rate of the month is 75 per 
thousand of the average number of births registered monthly in these towns during 
the preceding twelve months. This rate is 36 less than that of the previous 
month, 49 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and | less 
than that of June of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied from 
183 in Greenock, 111 in Kirkcaldy, and 82 in Hamilton and in Falkirk, to 29 in 
Coatbridge, 39 in Kilmarnock, and 40 in Ayr. In Aberdeen it was 77, in 
Dunfermline 72, in Edinburgh 66, in Motherwell and Wishaw 56, in Perth 54, in 
Paisley 54, in Dundee 52, and in Clydebank 50. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 237 and equalled a death- 
rate of 12 per thousand. These deaths numbered 316 less than those of the previous 
month, and 323 less than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. 
This death-rate is 1-5 less than that of the previous month, and 1°6 less than the mean 
of those of the three preceding months, but is 0°3 more than that of June of last 
year. These deaths included 2 from enteric fever, 121 from measles, 4 from scarlet 
fever, 48 from whooping-cough, 15 from diphtheria, and 47 from the diarrhceas of 
childhood. Compared with the number of the previous month, deaths from measles 
are 267 less, from whooping-cough 34 less, from scarlet fever 8 less, from the 
diarrhceas of childhood 5 less, from enteric fever 1 less, and from diphtheria 1 less. 
A high death-rate from these causes, 8-5 per thousand, occurred in Greenock, where © 
measles and whooping-cough were epidemic. 


Deaths attributed to influenza numbered 8. In May this number was 22, and 
in April 27. 

Deaths from all forms of respiratory disease, other than phthisis, and exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 313. They are 186 fewer than in the 
previous month, and 311 less than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding 
months. Of these 313 deaths, 101 were attributed to bronchitis, and 177 to 
pneumonia. | | 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 285, of which 191 were attributed 


to tuberculosis of the respiratory system, the former number being 44, and the 
latter 44 less than that of the previous month,

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological

JUNE 1922. 

Mean barometric pressure, 29°881 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915

Rain, number of days, 16; greater by 2 days.

Wind, direction of : 8 days’ excess of winds from south-west and west. 

Hence the month was characterised by a low mean pressure ; a slightly low mean 
temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range; a mean rainfall all but equal 
to the normal; and a large excess of south-westerly and westerly winds. 

Until 12th pressure distribution was mainly of an anticyclonic type; but there- 

after a series of depressions to the north of Scotland caused rather unsettled con- 
ditions at times. The mean pressure of the month was the lowest recorded in June 
since 1916. At Edinburgh, at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. on Ist, from 3rd 
to 7th, and from 11th to 16th, and the extremes there were 30°18 in. on evening of 
13th and 29°38 in. on morning of 25th. 
_ The warm weather which had characterised the latter part of May persisted - 
until about 10th or 12th June. Highest readings occurred very generally on 1st, 
_ though towards the north-east of Scotland that day was the coldest of the month, 
with a maximum at Aberdeen of only 51° as compared with 84° at Ruthwell. From 
13th onwards temperature was in general below the normal, with lowest readings 
on night of 13th to 14th (30° at West Linton and Wolfelee). 

In western coastal districts the month’s rainfali was above the normal ; whilst in 
inland and eastern areas there was a decided deficiency, though in eastern Aberdeen- 
shire a well-defined excess. The dry period which had commenced about 21st May 
continued in most districts until 9th June or two or three days later. Thereafter 
rain was rather frequent, and in both the dry and the wet areas a large part of the 
month’s rainfall was accounted for during fairly heavy falls on 12th, 18th, 22nd or 
30th. In Berwickshire a fall on 12th represented about one-third of the aggregate 
for the month. 

‘Fairly strong south-westerly to westerly winds were much in evidence. 

On 21st snow fell on the summit of Ben Nevis. 

Thunder occurred in west early on 2nd; in east somewhat widely on 24th ; and 
here and there on 25th ; and at Aberdeen on 28th. 

Except towards the south-east sunshine amounts were somewhat below the 


normal.

During the month of July 1922 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 5068 living children, of whom 2643 were 
males, and 2425 were females. The male children of the month numbered 38 less 
than those of the previous month, and the female children 82 less. The total 
children registered during the month numbered 120 less than those of the previous 
month, and 181 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months. 

The monthly birth-rate in these burghs taken collectively was 25:2 per thousand. 
This rate is 1:4 less than that of the previous month, 1:4 less than the mean of those 
of the three preceding months, and 0°8 less than that of July of last year. In the 
individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 30°5 in Greenock, 27:9 in 
Kilmarnock, 27-7 in Hamilton, and 26:8 in Glasgow and in Motherwell and Wishaw, 
to 19°5 in Dunfermline, 21:1 in Kirkcaldy, 21°8 in Edinburgh, and 21:9in Ayr. In 
Clydebank this rate was 25:6, in Paisley 25:2, in Falkirk 25:1, in Dundee 25-0, in 
Coatbridge 24°1, in Perth 23:2, and in Aberdeen 22:9. 

Of the 5068 children whose births were registered during the month 4735, or 
93°4 per cent., were legitimate, while 333, or 6:6 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
illegitimate children of the month numbered 36 less than in the previous month, 
and 33 less than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. The 
illegitimate rate of the month is 0-5 less than that of the previous month, 0-4 
less than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 0°8 less than 
that of July of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied from 11:0 in 
Aberdeen, 8°2 in Edinburgh, 7°4 in Dunfermline, 7:1 in Glasgow, and 7:0 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, to 1:9 in 1 Clydebank, 2°2 in Hamilton, 2°8 in Greenock, 
and 3-7 in Dundee. 

The marriages registered Ahan the month numbered 2551. This number is 
294 more than that of the previous month, and 838 more than the mean of those 
of the three preceding months. The monthly marriage-rate was 12-7 per thousand. 
It is 1-1 more than that of the previous month, 4:0 more than the mean of 
those of the three preceding months, and 0°1 more than in the corresponding month 
of last year. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate varied from 15:9 
in Falkirk, 14°4 in Kilmarnock, 14°3 in Dundee, and 14:1 in Edinburgh, to 4°0 in 
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Clydebank, 4°6 in Greenock, 6:9 in Ayr, and 8:0 in Coatbridge. In Glasgow this 
rate was 13°3, and in Aberdeen 13°4. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2344, 1235 being 
of males and 1109 of females. Compared with the number registered in the previous 
month. deaths of males are 99 fewer and those of females 170 fewer. These 2344 
i ticite those of 248 persons with usual residence outwith the town of registra- 
tion, but exclude those of 204 persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, 
had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and the difference, 44, falls to 
be deducted to get the corrected number for the month, which is thus found to 
be 2300. This number is 203 less than that of the previous month, and 782 less 
than the mean of those of the three preceding months. 

The monthly death-rate, based on the corrected number, is 11:4 per thousand. 
It is 1°4 less than that of the previous month, and 4:2 less than the mean of 
the three preceding months, but is 0:2 more than that of July of last year. In the 
individual towns the monthly death-rate varied from 17:4 in Greenock, 14°8 in 
Kilmarnock, 13°5 in Dundee, and 13°1 in Hamilton, to 7°2 in Dunfermline, 8°4 in 
Clydebank, 9°1 in Paisley, and 9°6 in Coatbridge. In Falkirk this rate was 12°7, 
in Kirkealdy 12:2, in Aberdeen 11°6, in Edinburgh 11:5, in Glasgow 11:0, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 10°9, in Perth 10°3, and in Ayr 10:1. : 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 333. This number is 58 
less than that of the previous month, and 237 less than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months. The infantile mortality rate of the month is 62 per 
thousand of the average number of births registered monthly in these towns during 
the preceding twelve months. This rate is 13 less than that of the previous 
month, 45 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months, and 8 less 
than that of July of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied from 
138 in Greenock, 86 in Clydebank, 84 in Coatbridge, and 76 in Kilmarnock, to 25 
in Kirkcaldy, 34 in Perth, and 39 in Falkirk. In Aberdeen it was 66, in Paisley 
63, in Edinburgh 61, in Dundee 61, in Motherwell and Wishaw 60, in Glasgow 58, 
in Ayr 53, in Hamilton 51, and in Dunfermline 43. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 177 and equalled a death- 
rate of 0:9 per thousand. These deaths numbered 60 less than those of the previous 
month, and 305 less than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. 
This death-rate is 0°3 less than that of the previous month, and 1°5 less than the mean 
of those of the three preceding months, but is the same as that for the corresponding 
month of last year. They included 1 from enteric fever, 63 from measles, 6 from 
scarlet fever, 39 from whooping-cough, 18 from diphtheria, and 50 from the 
diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the numbers of the previous month, deaths 
from diphtheria and from the diarrhceas of childhood are each 3 more, and those from 
scarlet fever are 2 more, but those from enteric fever are 1 fewer, from whooping- 
cough 9 fewer, aud from measles 58 fewer. A relatively high death-rate from these 
causes occurred in Greenock, where measles and whooping-cough were both epidemic. 

Deaths attributed to influenza numbered 5. In June this number was 8, and 
in May 22. 

Deaths from all forms of respiratory disease, other than phthisis, and exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 266. They are 47 fewer than in the 
previous month, and 228 fewer than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding 
months. Of these 266 deaths, 82 were attributed to bronchitis, and 152 to 
pneumonia. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 258, of which 179 were attributed 


to tuberculosis of the respiratory system, the former being 27 fewer, and the 
latter 12 fewer than in the previous month 


Meteorological Notes, 51 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


7 JULY 1922. 

Mean barometric pressure, 29°769 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 
by 0-131 in. 

Mean temperature, 55°:2; less by 2°°7. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 12°:9; less by 1°°8. 

Rain, number of days, 19; greater by 3 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3:57; greater by 0°60 in. 

Wind, direction of: a 3 days’ excess of winds from between south-west and north- 
west: 

Hence the month was characterised by an abnormally low mean pressure ; an 
abnormally low mean temperature, with a low mean daily range; a rather high 
mean rainfall ; and an excess of winds from between south-west and north-west. 

Until 10th pressure distribution was of a very unsettled type; with depressions | 
at first to the north of Scotland, and then, between 5th and 9th, two very deep 
ones moving north-east across England. Around 15th and during the last week 
conditions were again somewhat unsettled. At Edinburgh, at sea-level, pressure was 
above 30 in. only from 10th to 12th, on 25th, and on 27th and 28th, and the extremes 
there were 30°19 in. on morning of 11th and 29°35 in. on morning of 2nd. 

The cold weather which had set in about the middle of June persisted practi- 
cally throughout the whole of J uly ; the first week was exceptionally cold; and on 
the whole a colder July has been experienced during the last fifty years in Scotland 
only in 1888. Day temperatures were conspicuously low, but hardly lower than 
in the very cold July of 1920, and only at two or three places did the thermometer 
reach 70°. The highest reading reported was 71° at Smeaton on 11th and 18th, 
and in every other July during the last sixty years some higher reading than that 
‘has been recorded in Scotland. The lowest reading was 32° at Balmoral on 8th. 

In the extreme north-west and in some south-western districts the month’s rain- 
fall was below the normal ; whilst in east and south there was a well-defined excess 
with rather large amounts in Aberdeenshire and the Border Counties. Until 9th 
wet or very wet weather was general, with some heavy falls in the north-east of 
Scotland from 6th to 9th :—at Peterhead 1°37 in. on 6th, at Keith 2-45 in. on 8th, 
and at Aberlour 1°82 in. on 9th. Conditions again deteriorated around 15th, with 
some rather heavy falls on that day, and, after variable weather, there was a good 
deal of rain in most districts during the last week. 

Between 5th and 9th wind force was very high, and on 9th and 10th the Spey 
and other northern rivers were in flood. * 

A thunderstorm, with hail at places, was experienced in various districts on the 
afternoon of 4th, and again on 31st. 

The month was a cloudy one, especially towards the north-east, but at Stornoway 
the sunshine aggregate was above the normal.

Hence the month was characterised by a slightly low: mean pressure; an 
abnormally low mean temperature, with a low mean daily range; and a low mean 
rainfall, 


The pressure distribution was mainly of an unsettled type; with depressions 
passing eastwards beyond the north of Scotland. From 4th to 9th, however, 
with high pressure over the Icelandic region, and north-easterly winds over 
Scotland, disturbances took a track further to the south. On 7th and 8th two 
successive depressions moved north-eastward over England, with abnormally 
heavy rains in the Midland Counties, and moderate to rather heavy falls on 
the Scottish Borders. 


The prolonged cold spell which had set in about the middle of June and 
persisted throughout July continued unbroken, and during the last sixty years 
in Scotland an appreciably colder August has been experienced only in 1912. 
The days were exceptionally cold, and at only a few stations did temperature on 
any day reach the moderate level of 70°. The highest reading reported was 73° 
at Aberdeen on 19th, and the lowest 30° at Balmoral on 12th. 


There were moderate rains in north and east on Ist and 2nd; local thunder 
rains on 6th; and on 8th rather widespread falls in southern districts—about 14 in. 
at Marchmont in Berwickshire. From 12th onwards rain was rather frequent, 
though heavy falls were rare. The most general fall occurred on 15th, with 
1°61 in. at Ardgour. Only at isolated places in west and north did the month’s 
rainfall reach the normal, and in general there was a well-marked deficiency. 
Indeed, in parts of the Lothians and in the Lower Tay valley aggregates were 
less than half the normal: The month in this respect differed notably from 
the cold August of 1912, which was very wet except in the extreme west. 


Thunder occurred in some eastern districts on Ist and 2nd; and sporadically 
en. 6th, 17th; + 22nd, and, 31st; 
There was a good deal of cloudy weather; but the month’s sunshine aggregate 


almost equalled the normal at Edinburgh, and was above it at Stornoway.

Dis. of Early Infancy and Malformations 
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REPORT. 


During the month of September 1922 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal: Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 4619 living children, of whom 2332 were 
males, and 2287 were females. The male children of the month numbered 68 fewer, 
and the female children 175 fewer, than those of the previous month. ‘The total 
children registered during the month numbered 243 less than those of the previous 
month, and 420 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months. 

The monthly birth-rate in these burghs taken collectively was 23°7 per thousand. 
This rate is 0:4 less than in the previous month, 1:6 less than the mean of those of 
the three preceding months, and 3:5 less than that of September of last year. In the 
individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 32°1 in Ayr, 28°9 in Hamilton, 
25:9 in Greenock, and 25:6 in Falkirk, to 17-7 in Perth, 19:0 in Kirkcaldy, 19-9 in 
Coatbridge, and.20°6 in Paisley. In Glasgow this rate was 25°3, in Motherwell and 
Wishaw 24°9, in Dundee 23°3, in Kilmarnock 23:0, in Dunfermline 22°3, in Aber- 
deen 21°6, in Edinburgh 21°3 and in Clydebank 21:0. 

Of the 4619 children whose births were registered during the month 4263, or 
92°3 per cent., were legitimate, while 356, or 7°7 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
legitimate children of the month number 285 less than those of the previous 
month, and 437 less than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. 
The illegitimate children of the month number 42 more than in the previous month, 
and 17 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. The 
illegitimate rate of the month is 1:2 more than that of the previous month, 1-0 
more than the mean of the rates. of the three preceding months, and 0°6 more 
than that of September of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied from 
11°7 per cent in Aberdeen, 11°3 in Kirkcaldy, and 10°5 in Edinburgh, to 1:5 in Kil- 
marnock, 2°] in Perth, 4:0 in Dunfermline, and 4:2 in Paisley. 

The marriages registered during the month numbered 1849. This number is 
346 more than that of the previous month, but is 255 less than the mean of the 
numbers of the three preceding months. The monthly marriage-rate was 9:5 per 
thousand. Itis 2:0 more than that of the previous month, but 1:1 less than the 
mean of those of the three preceding months and 1-0 less than that of September of 
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last year. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate ranged from 12°9 in 
Perth, 10:8 in Edinburgh, 10°4 in Aberdeen, and 10:3 in® Glasgow, to 4-9 in Clyde- 
bank, 5-2 in Hamilton, 5°5 in Coatbridge, and 5°6 in Paisley. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2197, 1113 being 
of males and 1084 of females. Compared with the numbers registered in the previous 
month, deaths of males are 39 more and those of females 11 more. These 2197 
deaths include those of 209 persons with usual residence outwith the town of registra- 
tion, but exclude those of 144 persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, 
had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and the difference, 65, falls to 
be deducted to get the corrected number for the month, which is thus found to 
be 2132. This number is 15 more than that of the previous month, but 175 less 
than the mean of those of the three preceding months. 

The monthly death-rate, based on the corrected number, is 10°9 per thousand. 
It is 0-4 more than that of the previous month, but is 0°7 less than the mean of 
the numbers of the three preceding months, and 1:3 less than that of September 
of last year. In the individual towns the monthly death-rate varied from 16°2 
in Perth, 12°5 in Greenock, 11°6 in Glasgow,’ and 11:3 in Aberdeen, to 6°9 in 
Clydebank, 7:4 in Dunfermline, 7°7 in Kirkcaldy, and 84 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw. In Hamilton this rate was 11‘1, in Edinburgh 10-7, in Dundee 10-7, in 
Paisley 10°2, in Ayr 10:1, in Coatbridge 10-0, in Kilmarnock 9°5, and in Falkirk 9:1. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 334. This number is 48 
more than that of the previous month, but is 3 less than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months. The infantile mortality rate of the month is 65 per 
thousand of the average number of births registered monthly in these towns during 
the preceding twelve months. This rate is 11 more than that of the previous 
month, and 1 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, but is 
31 less than that of September of last year. In the individual towns this rate varied 
from 109 in Hamilton, 105 in Perth, and 95 in Greenock, to 26 in Kilmarnock, 29 
in Dunfermline, and 30 in Clydebank. In Ayr it was 81, in Coatbridge 70, 
in Aberdeen 68, in Edinburgh 67, in Glasgow 66, in Dundee 61, in Falkirk 56, in 
Paisley 56, in Kirkcaldy 53, and in Motherwell and Wishaw 52. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 114, and equalled a death- 
rate of 0°6 per thousand. These deaths numbered 3 more than in the previous 
month, but 61 less than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. 
This rate is the same as in the previous month, but is 0:3 less than the mean of those 
of the three preceding months, and 0:5 less than that of September of last year. 
These deaths include 2 from enteric fever, 15 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 32 
from whooping-cough, 13 from diphtheria, and 43 from the diarrhceas of childhood. 
Compared with the numbers of the previous month, deaths from measles are 11 
fewer, and those from diphtheria 5 fewer, but those from the diarrhceas of childhood 
are 8 more, from whooping-cough 4 more, and from scarlet fever 5 more. In the 
previous month there were no deaths from enteric fever. 


Farin from influenza numbered 8. In August they numbered 7, and in 
July 5. 

Deaths from all forms of respiratory disease, other than phthisis, and exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 275. They are 48 more than in the 
previous month, and 7 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding 
months. Of these 275 deaths, 103 were attributed to bronchitis, and 146 to 
pneumonia. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 223, of which 145 were attributed 


to tuberculosis of the ‘Yespiratory system, the former being 5 fewer and the 
latter 9 fewer than in the previous month,

SHPTEMBER 1922. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°925 in; less than the average of 1881-1915 
by 0-025 in. 

Mean temperature, 52:°1°; less by 1:5°. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 12°8°; less by 0°8”. 

Rain, number of days, 19; greater by 4 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2°35; less by 0°34 in. 

Wind, direction of ; a 3 days’ excess of winds from a northerly quarter. 

Hence the month was characterised by a slightly low mean pressure; a 
low mean temperature, with a rather low mean daily range; a slightly low mean 
rainfall ; and an excess of northerly winds. 

From 8rd to 10th pressure distribution was of an anti-cyclonic type ; between 
llth and 13th a large depression moved from Iceland on a south-easterly track 
directly over the British Isles; and thereafter conditions were unsettled. Highest 
pressure occurred everywhere on 8th, and lowest very generally on the morning of 
13th. At Edinburgh, at sea-level, the extremes were 30°57 in. and 29°22 in. 

During the first week or so temperature was moderately high (72° at Kilmarnock 
on 4th and at Paisley on 8th); but on 8th a northerly current of air spread over the 
country and for the next two weeks the weather was decidedly cold (24° at West 
Linton on 10th, and 23° at Braemar on 22nd) with frequent ground frosts. There- 
after temperature was again moderately high on several days. ‘The mean temperature 
was in nearly all districts appreciably below the normal, though considerably above 
that of the very cold September of 1918. 

The period from 3rd to 10th was all but rainless in most districts; but from 
12th onwards rain was frequent though heavy fails were rare. The most general 
fall was on 16th, when amounts were considerable in the west (1°66 in. at Inveraray). 
During the last five days south-easterly winds were accompanied by persistent rains 
in the north-east and south-east, and some places in north-east received two-thirds 
of the whole month’s rainfall during this period. On 26th Crathes had as much as 
151 in. In the areas most affected by these rains aggregates were above the normal ; 
but over the greater part of Scotland there was a deficiency and some north-western 
districts had little more than half the normal. 

From 11th onwards winds were frequently strong, with gales at a few exposed 
places on 16th and 19th, and in the extreme north-east on 26th and 27th. 

Thunder occurred at Kelso on 13th and 21st, and thunderstorms locally in the 
west on 19th. 

The month was a cloudy one, though Stornoway received almost its normal 
allowance of sunshine. Over Scotland generally the frequency of rain, coupled with 
the absence of sunshine and a high humidity on many days, rendered the period after 
12th very unfavourable for harvesting operations. 

Snow fell on the Cairngorm mountains on 15th, and on 18th snow lay on Ben 
Nevis down to the 2000-foot level. 

Aurora was observed here and there on 14th, 15th and 17th, and in Orkney on 
night of 21st.

AGGREGATE OF THE SIXTEEN PRINCIPAL TOWNS—September 1922. 
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RHPORT. 


During the month of October 1922 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 4765 living children, of whom 2430 were 


‘males, and 2335 were females. The male children of the month numbered 98 more, 


and the female children 48 more, than those of the previous month. The total 
children registered during the month numbered 146 more than those of the previous 
month, but 85 less than the mean of those of the three preceding months. 

The monthly birth-rate in these burghs taken collectively was 23-7 per thousand. 
This rate is the same as in the previous month, but is 0°6 less than the mean of those of 
the three preceding months, and 3:1 less than that of October of last year. In the 
individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 26°5 in Coatbridge, 25:9 in 
Greenock, 25°4 in Aberdeen, and 25:0 in Glasgow, to 17:1 in Perth, 18:1 in 
Dunfermline, 19°9 in Kirkealdy, and 20°6 in Edinburgh. In Dundee this rate was 
24°7,in Hamilton 24:7, in Ayr 24:2, in Falkirk 23:3, in Clydebank 23:1, in Motherwell 
and Wishaw 22°3, in Kilmarnock 22°3, and in Paisley 21°8. 

Of the 4765 children whose births were registered during the month 4419, or 
92°7 per cent., were legitimate, while 346, or 7°3 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
legitimate children of the month number 156 more than in the previous month, 
but 96 less than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. 
The illegitimate children of the month number 10 less than in the previous month, 
but 12 more than the mean of tl 2 numbers of the three preceding months. The 
illegitimate rate of the month is 0-4 less than that of the previous month, and 
0:2 less than that of October of last year, but is 0°4 more than the mean of the rates 
of the three preceding months. In the individual towns this rate varied from 
11:4 in Aberdeen, 10-4 in Perth, 8:4 in Hamilton and in Motherwell and 
Wishaw, and 8:1 in Coatbridge and in Ayr, to 3:0 in Kirkcaldy, and 3:2 an 
Clydebank. . 

The marriages registered during the month numbered 1663. This number is 
186 less than that of the previous month, and 305 less than the mean of the 
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numbers of the three preceding months. The monthly marriage-rate was 83 per 
thousand. It is 1:2 less than that of the previous month, 1:6 less than the mean 
of those of the three preceding months, and 0°3 less than that of October of 
last year. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate ranged from 10°7 in 
Dundee, 10°4 in Kirkcaldy, and 10:0 in Perth, to 3°5 in Greenock, 4°2 in Clyde- 
bank, and 4°8 in Coatbridge. In Glasgow this rate was 8°6, in Edinburgh 9°4, and 
in Aberdeen 8°5. ‘ . ; 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2468, 1259 being 
of males and 1209 of females. Compared with the numbers registered in the previous 
month, deaths of males are 146 more and those of females 125 more. These 2468 
deaths include those of 217 persons with usual residence outwith the town of registra- 
tion, but exclude those of 153 persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, | 
had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and the difference, 64, falls to 
be deducted to get the corrected number for the month, which is thus found to 
be 2404. This number is 272 more than that of the previous month, and 221 more 
than the mean of those of the three preceding months. 

The monthly death-rate, based on the corrected number, is 11°9 per thousand. 
It is 1:0 more than that of the previous month, and 1:0 more than the mean of 
the three preceding months, but is 0°8 less than that of October of last year. 
In the individual towns the monthly death-rate varied from 14:3 in Aberdeen, 
12°6 in Glasgow, and 12:0 in Edinburgh, to 7:1 in Hamilton, 8°8 in Ayr, and 9°2 in 
Falkirk. In Dundee this rate was 11°9, in Kilmarnock 11°8, in Perth 11°4, in 
Coatbridge 11:0, in Kirkcaldy 11:0, in Dunfermline 10°9, in Paisley 10°3, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 9:9, in Clydebank 9°7, and in Greenock 9°6. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 401. This number is 67 
more than that of the previous month, and 83 more than the mean of those of the 
three preceding months. The infantile mortality rate of the month is 77 per 
thousand of the average number of births registered monthly in these towns during 
the preceding twelve months. This rate is 12 more than that of the previous 
month, and 17 more than the mean of those of the three preceding months, but is 
19 less than that for the corresponding month of last year. In the individual towns 
this rate varied from 155 in Perth, 115 in Aberdeen, and 106 in Coatbridge, to 28 in 
Falkirk, 39 in Ayr, and 43 in Hamilton. In Kirkcaldy it was 91, in Glasgow 83, 
in Dunfermline 83, in Dundee 81, in Clydebank 59, in Motherwell and Wishaw 58, 
in Edinburgh 56, in Greenock 56, in Paisley 55, and in Kilmarnock 51. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 149, and equalled a death- 
rate of 0-7 per thousand. These deaths numbered 35 more than in the previous 
month, and 15 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. 
This rate is 0°] more than in the previous month, and the same as the mean of those 
of the three preceding months, but is 0:2 less than that of October of last year. 
These deaths include 3 from enteric fever, 31 from measles, 18 from scarlet fever, 22 
from whooping-cough, 19 from diphtheria, and 56 from the diarrhceas of childhood. 
Compared with the numbers of the previous month, deaths from measles are 16 
more, from the diarrhceas of childhood 13 more, from scarlet fever 9 more, from: 
ner ere 6 more, and from enteric fever 1 more, but those from whooping-cough 
are ewer. 


Deaths from influenza numbered 15. In September they numbered 8, and 
in August 7. 

Deaths from all forms of respiratory disease, other than phthisis, and exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 359. They are 84 more than in the 
previous month, and 103 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding 
months. Of these 359 deaths, 134 were attributed to bronchitis, and 192 to 
oerneas the former being 31 more, and the latter 46 more than in the previous 
month. 

_ Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 224, of which 159 were attributed 
to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number 1 more than in 
the previous month, but are 12 less than the mean of the numbers of the three 
preceding months. The latter are 14 more than in the previous month, but are 
the same as the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. 





Meteorological Notes, ° 75 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


OCTOBER 1922. 

Mean barometric pressure, 30°121 in.; greater than the average of 1881-1915 
by 0°273 in. 

Mean temperature, 46°5° ; less by 0°8°. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 11°4°; less by 0°4°. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2°30; less by 1°09 in. 

A 4 days’ excess of winds from between north and east. 

Hence the month was characterised by an abnormally high mean pressure ; a 
slightly low mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range; a very low 
mean rainfall ; and a large excess of northerly and easterly winds. 

Pressure distribution was at first of a cyclonic type; but from 6th to 30th, 
except for a short break about 11th, anti-cyclonic conditions were dominant. From 
16th onwards the anti-cyclone was centred at first over Scandinavia and then near 
Iceland, with a steady flow of air over Scotland from between north and east. On 
31st a deep depression came in from the Atlantic. The mean pressure of the month 
has been exceeded in Scotland in October during the last 60 years only in 1919. 
At Edinburgh, at sea-level, the extremes were 30°48 in. on 19th and 29°66 in. on 31st. 

Temperature was above the normal during the first half of the month, with 
highest readings between 14th and 16th (70° at Gordon Castle and Kelso), whilst 
the last ten days were everywhere very cold, with sharp frost on several consecutive 
nights in various districts. The lowest reading in screen was 16° at Braemar on 
night of 30th-31st. 

Rain was general from list to 5th, and again on llth and 12th. From 13th 
until almost the end of the month there was an unusually fine spell of weather over 
a great part of Scotland. In eastern districts, however, the prevailing north-easterly 
winds brought frequent though only moderately heavy precipitation, and at some 
places in the south-east rain fell on every day from 17th onwards. On 31st heavy 
rain set in in the west, spreading at night over the whole of Scotland,—as much as 
3°16 in. at Ullapool. Even with the large falls on the 31st, which at many places 
accounted for a great part of the month’s total, aggregates were practically everywhere 
much below the normal, with less than half the average in some northern and south- 
western districts. 

Snow fell locally in eastern distri-ts between 26th and 30th, lying to a depth of 
several inches in some upland areas, and here and there in west on morning of 31st. 

A severe thunderstorm occurred towards north-west on evening of 31st. 

Sunshine aggregates were in general fully equal to the normal, and in western 
districts much sunny weather was experienced. 

Aurora was observed in Shetland on 5th, and fairly widely on 25th.

During the month of November 1922 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 


cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census had 


populations of over 30,000, the births of 4272 living children, of whom 2127 were 


-males, and 2145 were females. ‘the male children of the month numbered 303 


fewer, and the female children 190 fewer, than those of the previous month. The 
total children registered during the month numbered 493 less than those of the 
previous month, and 477 less than the mean of the numbers registered during the 
three preceding months. 

The monthly birth-rate in these burghs taken collectively was 21°9 per thousand. 
This rate is 1°8 less than in the previous month, 1°9 less than the mean of those of 
the three preceding months, and 3:3 less than that of November of last year. In the 
individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 23°8 in Aberdeen, 23°6 in 
Greenock, and 23:4 in Glasgow, to 17°5 in Dunfermline, 18:8 in Edinburgh, 19:3 
in Kilmarnock, and 19:9 im Ayr. In Coatbridge this rate was 23:2, in Paisley 22'8, 
in Perth 21:8, in Dundee 21°3, in Hamilton 20°9, in Kirkcaldy 20°6, in Falkirk

These 3013 
deaths include those of 216 persons with usual residence outwith the town of registra- 
tion. but exclude those of 110 persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, 
had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and the difference, 106, falls to 
be deducted to get the corrected number for the month, which is thus found to 
be 2907.

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 223, and equalled a death- 
rate of 1:1 per thousand. These deaths numbered 74 more than in the previous 
month, and 98 more than the mean of the numbers of the three preceding months. 
This rate is 0-4 more than in the previous month, 0°5 more than the mean of the 
numbers of the three preceding months, and 0:4 more than that of the correspond- 
ing month of last year. These deaths include 5 from enteric fever, 75 from measles, 
18 from scarlet fever, 52 from whooping-cough, 33 from diphtheria, and 40 from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood. Compared with the numbers of the previous month, 
deaths from the diarrhceas of childhood are 16 fewer, but those from scarlet fever 
are of the same amount, while those from enteric fever are 2 more, from diphtheria.

Hence the me was characterised by an abnormally high mean pressure; a 
high mean temperature ; a low mean rainfall; and a very large excess of westerly 
winds. 

For the first ten days conditions were of a cyclonic type, but thereafter the 
pressure distribution was dominated by a large anti-cyclone, which was centred 
over Southern Scotland on 15th, but further south during the rest of the period. 
The mean pressure was the highest for November since 1901. At Edinburgh, at 
sea-level, the extremes were 30°80 in. on 15th and 28°97 in. on 6th, the former 
reading being the highest recorded in November since 1857. 

The cold which had set in towards the end of October persisted till November 5th, . 
but thereafter the only touch of wintry weather occurred about 25th. The week 


ending 18th was abnormally mild in Scotland, with a mean temperature at Edinburgh 


of 47°6°, compared with only 40°3° at London (Kew Observatory). The mean 
temperature of the month was above the normal, but considerably lower than in 
November 1920. Extremes were 61° at Kelso on 14th and 18° at Eskdalemuir 
on 25th. 

Except in the extreme south-east, a good deal of rain fell during the first ten 
days, with as much as 3°21 in. at Castle Lachlan (Loch Fyne) on 5th, and 2°04 in. 
at Gruline (Mull) on 9th. From 11th to 29th there was very little rain towards 
east and south, and at a few places there was none ; but in north and west rain was 
frequent though heavy falls were rare. The “eos for the month was nearly 
everywhere below the normal,—for the fourth consecutive month in many districts, 
Less than a third of the normal was received over a considerable area near the 
Border, with little more than a quarter of an inch at Kelso.

A severe gale was a) in the north on Ist and 2nd; and further gales 
on 10th and 23rd. 

There was dense fog in Glasgow on 20th. 

The month was unusually sunny towards east and south, but rather cloudy in 
north-west. | 

Aurora was observed at Banff on 28th.

Hence the month was characterised by a low mean pressure; a high mean 
temperature, with a low mean daily range ; a rather low mean rainfall; and a large 
excess of south-westerly winds. 


An anticyclone which had been in evidence over, or near, Counters England 
since about the middle of November persisted until about December 15th, but 
thereafter a succession of very deep depressions over the North-East Atlantic caused 
unsettled and stormy conditions. From 18th onwards pressure was abnormally 
low. At Edinburgh, at sea-level, extremes were 30°38 in. on 10th and 28°49 in. 
on 30th. 


During the first haif of the month the weather was for the most part of an 
extremely mild type, as had been the case throughout the greater part of November, 
but thereafter temperature differed little from the normal. Occasional touches of 
cold were of brief duration. The mean temperature for the month was decidely 
above the average, though considerably below that for December 1921. The 
extremes were 57° at Gordon Castle and elsewhere on 12th or 13th, and 15° at 
Balmoral on 11th. 

The first half of the month was dry tqwards the east, but rather wet in the west 
(2°84 in. at Ardgour on 12th), whilst during the second half rain was very general, 
though heavy falls were largely confined to western districts. The most widespread 
falls occurred on 22nd (2°14 in. at Leadhills), and on 25th (2°55 in. at Glen Etive 
and 2°18 in. at Killin). On the night of 29th rather heavy falls were experienced 
in east and south. Aggregates for the month were rather below the normal over 
a large part of Scotland, but here and there in both north-west and south-east there | 
was a moderate excess. ; 

Snow, hail, and sleet were frequent during the second half of the month, and 
snow lay over considerable areas in western and central districts on 27th or 28th, 
though it soon melted except on high ground, where some drifting occurred. 


Thunder occurred locally, and more particularly in the west, on 18th, 21st, 22nd, 
25th, 26th, 27th and 29th. | 

Gales were experienced on Sth, 12th, and frequently from 18th onwards, more 
especially on 22nd and 25th. - 

The month was on the whole cloudy. 

Aurora was observed at Gordon Castle on 14th and at Fort Augustus on 30th.
